The Grand Jury's Vlalt to Bluckivell'a law 
land— Tno Fallen 'Jlileftaln Said to bo 
Sii.lly Falling. 



New Tons, May 25th. — A visit made 
by tho Grand Jury to Black wall's Is- 
land has resulted in tho disclosure of 
some interesting information Respect- 
ing tho condition of Tweed, who is 
Btill serving out his long eentenco 
there. The visitors were somewhat 
•stonishod at the Meagre accommoda- 
tions afforded the prisoner, thoy hav- 
ing been led to believe that he was 
quartered like n princo, and that so 
far R3 creaturo comforts wore concern- 
ed he wanted for nothing. But such 
•was not the case. Tho Bosb was saat- 
ed at a desk at tho upper end of a 
bare, dreary, uncarpeted room, lined 
on both, sides with common iron cots. 
Hero a space about eight feet square 
had boon partitioned off for his use 
as offico, parlor and bedroom. Tho 
only furniture of this apartment w»s a 
bed, the desk and two or three chairs. 
As the jury looked into this little room 
Tweed neither rose nor moved. Hia 
head was bowed down over a largo 
book, in which he seemed to have been 
making an entry, but ho was not writ- 
ing, it was not until ono of the jury- 
men spoke to him that he raised his 
face. Tho jurymen had evidently 
known tho Boss in happier days, for as 
the latter recognized an old friend his 
face flushed for an instant, either with 
pleasure or with shamo.but it wasonly 
for an instant. After that whenever 
the visitors caught sight of his faco 
thoy could read nothing but tho apa- 
thetic indifference of utter hopeless- 
ness, except at rare intervals, whan a 
upasm of pain contracted the facial 
muscles. 'T can't live a great while," 
ho said to tho juryman, and thou lie 
bowed bis head again and resumed 
his study of the unwritten page boforo 
him. It was plain that tho conversa- 
tion, short as it was, has pained him, 
and that he desired to bring it to 
speedy conclusion. Warden Fox 
told tho jurymen that Mr. Tweed was 
the hospital" proscription clerk, and 
attended to his duties with great fidel- 
ity. Ho explained the fact that Mr. 
Tweed was allowed to sleep out of hi* 
cell by saying that since ho enterad 
tho prison ho has grown so stout that 
it would bo impossible to got him into 
the door of one. Even if he could bo 
squeezed in, the bed with which each 
cell is provided is too narrow for hia 
bulky form, and there is not room for 
a larger cot. Tweed looked sick, and 
acted liko a man who was suffering 
both physically and mentally. He 
was examined recently by throo dii. 
tinguished physicians, who say that he 
afflicted with hearth disease and an 
affection of tho kidneys. They did 
not express any fear of immediato 
danger, but, thought that his situation 
Yfas sufficiently gravo to justify unu- 
sual consideration on the part of tho 
keepers. It ia said that tho Grand 
Jury, in making their prosontnient, 
will rocorn; aend that Mr. Tweed bo 
allowod marc privileges in consoquonco 
of his sic! icsa.

Pecipes for tho Shop. 

Paint for Buried Wood. — The sim- 
plest, and perhaps bost, paint to pre- 
vent buried wood from decaying is 
made of boiled linseed oil, into which 
chareoal is stirred until tho whole is 
of proper consistence. Apply with an 
ordinary paint brush. 

Copper Allot that will Adeem to 
Glass. — Tho following alloy of copper 
will attach itself firmly to surfaces of 
motal, glass or porcolain: 20 or 30 
parts finely blended copper (mado by 
reduction of oxide of copper with hy- 
drogen or precipitation from solution 
of its sulphate with zinc) aro mado in- 
to a paste with oil of vitriol. To this 
add 70 parts mercury and triturate 
well : then wash out the acid with boil- 
ing water and allow the compound to 
cool. In ten or twolvo hours it be- 
comes sufficiently hard to receive a 
brilliant polish and to scratch tho sur- 
face of tin or gold. When heated it 
becomes plastic, but does not contract 
on cooliDg. 

Polishing Corrsn on Brass.— Owing 
to tha irrbgularitioB of surfoco, it ofton 
happens thatoonsiderabla difficulty is en- 
countered in putting a polish on articles 
of brass orcopper. If, however, thoy bo 
immersed in a bath oomposed of aqua 
fortia 1 part, spirits of salt parts, and 
water 2 parts, for a few minutes if small, 
or 20 or 20 if large, thoy tvill become 
covered with a kind of black mud.whioli, 
on removal by rinsing, displays a boau- 
tiful InBtrous under surface. Should 
the lustre be deemed inaufticiout, tho 
immora on may be repeated, caro always 
being takon to rinse thoroughly. All ar- 
ticles cleaned in this way should bo dry- 
od in hot dry eawdiiBt. 



Tnn Michigan Legislature has laloly 
boon engaged in discussing two mea- 
sures affocting the liquor traffic in that 
State. The first, known as "The Re- 
gulation Bill," forbids, under penal- 
ties, saleB to minors, drunken persons, 
and habitual drunkards. It requires 
a bond of from $1,000 to ?3,000 to be 
be given by each 2>«rson engaged in 
the business that they will obey tho 
provisions of this net. It forbids tho 
sale of liquors on Sunday, and gives 
to evory wife, child, parent, guardian, 
husband, or other person injured by 
the sale of liquor, the right of action 
against the person selling the 
liquor, damages resulting from 
the salo of liquor, and may 
work a forfeiture of any lease at 
the option of tho lessor. Any minor 
misrepresenting his age may be fined, 
and on failure to pay such fine may be 
imprisoned for not more than sixty 
days in gaol.' The other, known as 
"The Tax Bill," provided for a tax of 
$150 per annum upon evory person 
who retails spirituous liquors in the 
State^and $4U per annum upon every 
person who retails malt liquors and 
wines. The taxes aro to go through 
tho county treasuries of tho munici - 
palities where collected, and pass into 
the contingent fund. Wholesalers of 
spirituous liquors pay $300 per an- 
num, as do also the manufacturers 
of such liquors. Wholesalers of 
malt liquors pay $100 per annum. 
Manufacturers of malt liquors pay 
according to tho amounts manufac- 
tured; up to 1,500 barrels per annum, 
$50; from 1,500 to 5, POO barrels, $100 
for over 5,000 barrels, $200. Full 
provisions aro mado for collecting tho 
tax by lovy and salo of the liquoss and 
other things in stock. Tho assessors 
are to keep lists of all persons enga- 
ged in fliis business, and these aro to 
be regularly corrected. Wholesale 
dealers are persons who koII in quanti- 
ties of five gallons or over ono dozen 
quart bottles to any ono at any ono 
timo. Tho Prohibitory Liquor Law 
and acts amondatory thereof aro re- 
pealed."

Bust in Their Eyes- 

"Throw tluat iu their eyes" is 
iH a favorite oppression of one of the 
Ministers when Bpeaking of his con- 
stituents on the Lower Fraser.

Remember, the promiso is to perform 
all the public improvements without 
taxation. What a grand achievement 
in political economy. All the bless- 
ings that older countries were twenty 
years in securing, are to be ours at 
once. Nearly a million spent in the 
Province and not a single copper for 
the tax-gatherer. Glorious! Magni- 
fiqu«! Smith, Mill and lluskiu may 
retiro. They are "old fogies." Their 
teachings are out of date. Make a 
bonfire of their books — for are not 
British Columbia's Htatesmon about to 
dazzle the world with their unique 
financial scheme for governing a coun- 
try without a revenue and without 
taxation ¥ Minerva had to bury teoth 
before she could summon armed 
men. Tho farmer tills the soil and 
plants seed beforo ho can expect a 
crop. The magician with all his skill 
must put eggs into the wonderful bag 
or he cannot hope to draw eggs from 
it. But'Vtir statesmen aro"liko lillies 
of the valley— they toil not noither do 
they spin," they deviso neither ways 
nor means, they tax not, yet thoy have 
gold galore to bridge every stream 
and build a road past every voter's 
door.

An interesting 
featnro in the Wellington School— to bo 
found also in that of Nauainio — is tho at- 
tendance given during spare time by 
youths working in tho mines. 

A Chinaman, assisted in loading a 
■choonor witli coal, at tho Audit Level, a 
short time sinco, was actually seen to run 
vrith a wheelbarrow load of coal and keep 
at it. Bets were made freely as to his 
nativity. Can this account for our extra- 
ordinary weather?

New Chuuch. — Tho now Methodist 
Church recently erected in the Somenos 
BOttlemont, Couichan, will be opened(D. 
V.) for Divine Servico on Wednesday the 
23d instant. This church is beautifully 
situated about tho centre of the settle- 
ment, on a pieco of ground which is 
slightly elevated abovo its immediate sur- 
roundings. Tho lot on which it is built 
is a gift of Mr. A. R. Kior, for which ho 
is entitled to the thanks of the commu- 
nity. Tho church is a neat substantial 
building, finished on the outside with 
rustic lumber and painted a bright stone 
colour. The insido is lined with tongued 
and grooved ) umber, four inches wide, 
with beaded edges. 

Fitoii the East Coast Snrcvr.r.— The 
Dominii-n Government .steamer Sir James 
Douglas returned from tho West Coast 
on Wednesday evening. Slio landed 
Teideninn's party at the huad of Bute In- 
let and Mr. Iloretzky and theN. Division 
under Mr. Trutch at Kamskoot, head of 
Deano's Canal, with all their supplies. 
Tho weather was squally and rainy. Sun- 
day last was the first lino day of tho sea 
son at Kamskoot. At this placo two young 
mountain sheep were secured and placed 
on board the steamer to be brought to 
Victoria. I! it una of thoiu jumped over- 
board into tlie Canal and escaped and the 
other refused to eat and died on board 
the steamer before reaching this port. 

Attkm:t at Suicjdk. — In tho So.n 
Francisco Chronicle of the 4th inst, we 
find a long account of an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to commit suicide, made by a Mrs. 
Chancy. She tirst swallowed a dose of 
laudanum, and afterwards shot herself. 
Tho lady is the wifo of one Prof. W. II. 
Chancy, who formerly lectured in this 
city on the subject of spiritualism and 
astrology. Dou.estic infelicity is tho 
alleged cause of the suicidal attompt. 

Death of a Millionaire Colored 
Man. — Jeremiah Hamilton, tho woll- 
knowu colored broker and banker, of Wall 
street, died at New York uf pneumonia, at 
the advanced ago of 62. lie wiih said to 
tho richest colored man in tho United 
States, and was reported as being worth 
nearly two million dollars, lie had for- 
merly been a slave in the West Indies. 
Heh-avcB two educated, accomplished 
daughters. 

Miss Vinnie Fi>obencb Radcliffb, of 
tho variety profession, was married to 
Mr. Morris Welch, an artist in clog-danc- 
ing, on the stage of tho variety theatre in 
San Francisco during a performance tho 
other night amid "the glare of red fire 
and accompanied by tho strains of tho 
Wedding March." Both the bride and 
bridegroom were oftlled out, and tho 
former sang "Silver Threads Among the 
Gold," while her lord followed with one 
of his best clog-dances. How pathetic! 

They laugh at Bmall-pox. in London 
now. Vaccination and skillful treatment 
have robbed tho diseaso of till its terrora. 
TM death rate of London for tho week 
ending April 3d was 1873, only ono being 
from small pox. For week ending April 
17th the deaths wore 1075, inoluding one 
from Bmall-pox, while thoro were 28 from 
measles, 32 from scarlet fover, 10 from 
dipthoria and 92 from whooping cough.

Great Prosperity. 

San Francisco, Juno 8.— City and 
County Assessor Badlam has completed 
tho porsonal property assessment roll for 
tho current year. Tho aggregate is 
$148,037,785, boing an inoreaao over that 
of last year of more that 843,000,000. 
There has been a marked reduction in tno 
listing of property of tho poorer olassos. 
Such property as household goods, do- 
mestic animals, tools of moohauics and 
perishable improvements, is greatly re- 
duced. Banks and other corporations 
and many wealthy citizens have had their 
valuations largely increased over Rose- 
nor's estimate. Tho most notioeablo in- 
crease is that of tho Spring Valley Water 
Co , from $500,000 to 87,550,000, and the 
Gaslight Co. from 8000,000 to $7,000,000. 
Tho Pacific Mail Steamship Co. has boon 
increased to 84,680,000, part of which is 
duo to tho fuct that tho company's steam- 
ers have boon assessed hero this year 
which had heretofore escaped. Many 
citizons have had from 8100,000 to 8500,- 
000 addod to their previous assessments. 
Auditor Ashbury estimates the municipal 
expenses for tho coming yoar at §3,347,- 
326— a reduction of 8374,000 from last 
year; municipal rovenuo, otherthan from 
taxation, 8005,000, leaving $2,441,726 to 
bo raised by taxation. Tho city will pro- 
bably tlx the rato at 1 cont on tho dollar. 
Tho Statu rate will probably bo 4-10tbs 
of a cent; poll taxes collocted last month 
822,000 to 810,000 for tho samo period 
last yoar. 

Municipal Police Cotjbt. — A chicken 
case was tried yestorday botween two of 
our citir.ans. The summons charged 
that defendant "did maliciously destroy 
by poisoned wheat 11 chickens, the pro- 
perty of, Ico., contrary to the Statute." It 
appeared the parties woro neighbors — 
their lauds adjoining — and that tho chick- 
ens being unaware of the rights of pro- 
perty had trospassod on defendant's land. 
Tho evidence dovoloped the fact that tho 
chickons must havo partaken too freely of 
wheat soaked in sulphuric acid and 
strychnino of which the defendant had 
provided a free lunch, placod on his own 
premises. Several witnesses were called 
for tho prosecution \ind many amusing 
incidents transpired on the trial for 
which wo havo no space. Defendant call- 
ed no witnesses, bnt relied on quotations 
from Chitty, Roscoe, Paley, &c. Tho 
defendant wns ordered to pay for tho 
chickons; each party to pay his owu costs, 
by which result tho chickou owner was 
ont of pooket considerably. Mr. Court- 
ney for tho proseoution; Mr. McElmon 
for the defence. 

Outrage on Board a Sound Steamer. 
— A lady waa grossly insulted and threat- 
ened with violence on board the steamer 
Favorito yesterday afternoon by three 
three-oard monte gamblors. She scream- 
ed and when her husband, who was at 
dinner, came to her assistance, tho ruf- 
fians threatened to shoot or stab him. 
Capt. Moore and his ofiicors did all iu 
their power to prevent a tragedy. 
As tho steamer is an Ameri- 
can bottom and was in American 
waters at the time it ia difficult to say 
how tho rufiians can be reached hero.They 
are said to havo been driven out of Cali- 
fornia and Oregon and to ho bound for 
Cassiar to fleeco tho miners. Inspector 
Bowdon will probably "interview" them 
to-day. 

Hasn't Got uis Cub. —Tho New West- 
minster pap-consumer hasn't got his 
cuo from tho Local Government; so 
he poketli fun at tho Now West- 
minster Reformers.

Facsimiles havo been prepared of 
U tters of Sir Roger Tichborne and Or- 
tou, and these placed side by side show a 
difference and a contrast so striking that 
no rational person who looks at them can 
fail to see through the fraud attempted, 
If these contrasted facsimiles could be 
placod before intelligent workingmen in 
their clubs and reading rooms. as wo hope 
they will lie, there can be little doubt that 
a sight of them would outweigh all tho 
Orion orations tl)t;t are being made to 
perpetuate uu outrageous scandal.

London, Juno ( J. — The Paris corres- 
pondent of tho "Times," spoaking of 
a republican movement iu Madrid, 
says thosG watching tho course of af- 
fairs in Spain aro satisfied the Alfon- 
soist Government is apprehensive by 
asserting that tlio Spanish Embassa- 
dor in Paris, has renewed his com- 
plaints relative to tho tolerance of 
Carlists on tho frontier, and has warm- 
ly protested against tho ostensible 
charity, the real object of which is to 
raise mono}- in paris for tho Carlists. 
It is supposed Franco will pay less at- 
tention to thoso complaints than for- 
merly, as Germany takes but a slight 
interest iu the affairs of King Alfonso, 
whoso Government is to weak to pur- 
suo a course agreeable to Germany. A 
competent authority, an attache of tho 
Spanish Embassy in Paris, officially 
reports that the Carlists muster 15,000 
soldiers, besides a small number of 
second-rate, and will continue to bo 
victorious as long as tho war is con- 
tinued as at present. 

Despalclies from Vienna sav tho 
Princess Windisckyeratz sent 300,000 
llorins to Don Carlos. 

London, June 9. — Amount of bul- 
lion gone into bau'c of England on ba- 
lance to day was £218,000. 

Tho Carlist Commissioner states 
that Gen. Saballes is defeated and tho 
Alfonsoists repulsed at Blares. After 
two days righting captured their amu- 
nition, stores and 140 prisoners. 

Paris, Juno !). — A violent storm 
passed over the city to-day causing 
immense damage and many accidents. 
Traffic was wholly suspended in the 
streets. Tho storm extended over the 
south of France, and from tho Pyre- 
noes comes a report that a house was 
prostrated and 11 persons killed. The 
damago done iu Paris alone is esti- 
mated at 11,000,000 francs, 

London, June 10 — 5 a. m. — A special 
to the Standard says arrangements have 
boon made between the Carlists aud Al- 
fonsoists for an exchange of 1000 prison- 
ers. 

Tho Daily News reports sovoral Rus- 
sian men-of-war at Odessa havo been 
ordered to proceed to Greece and three 
others aro expected at Greek ports from 
tho Baltic. 

French ultramontane journals publish 
telegrams from Carlist sources announc- 
ing that General Galmundi has recaptur- 
ed Caminora and taken 200 prisoners. 

Madhii\ June 9.— Gen. Jovellar has 
gone to Valencia to assumo command of 
the army of the Centre. Lieut. General 
Primoude Rrvir will succeed Gon. Jovel- 
lar U3 Minister of War. 

London, June 10. — The Sultan of Zan- 
zibar arrived at Westminster this after- 
noon and was received by a guard of 
honor.

Keroisniau, the consul- 
general of tbo United States, and sovoral 
of tho Prussian Diet . 

Dublin, June 8.— Tho Lord Mayor of 
Dublin has issued invitations tt) a banquet 
to be given to tho Irish and American 
rille teams, on the arrival of the day of 
the international shooting match. Tho 
Masonic body will also entertain the 
American riflemen. The Evening Mull 
expressed satisfaction that there will he 
no Fenian element among tho American 
visitors. Many Americana havo already 



engaged apartments in Dublin for the 
timo when the match is to take placo. 

London, Juno 8.-- Tho Ascot meeting 
begau to-day. Tho race for tho Ascot 
stakes waa won by Organist; Lilian sec- 
ond; Bertram thind. 

The raco for tho gold vnso was won by 
Mario Stuart. Bornelian second, Kaiser 
third. Tho Prince of Wales' stake was 
won by tho Earl of Dartroy, Bay of Na- 
ples second, Balllo third. 

Berlin, Juno 8. — Wiesenger, a-ho at- 
tempted to extort money by implicating 
persons in tlio plot to assassinate Bis- 
marck, has boon committed for trial. 

London, Juno 8. — The Persia Railroad 
Commission to Falkenhagen lapsed, be- 
cause a contract was not fulfilled. 

London, June 8. — Tho Mar/c Lane Ex. 
press, iu a reviow of the breadstuff mar- 
ket, says in Great Britain cooler weather 
and inoro rain nro wanted. On tho oou- 
tinont frosts nnd drought have caused a 
money advance in prices of from ono of 
throo shillings. Tho Loudon market is 
dull nu ever. 

London, Juno 9. — A special to tho 
Times from Rangoon says: Forsyth, 
British envoy to Burmah, has been in- 
structed to demand of tho king immediate 
explanation of the friendly reception .of 
his majesty to tho Chinese general who 
was implicated in tho murder of Mar- 
garay, iBritish explorer. Tho Burmese 
aro cutting telegraph wires. 

London, Juno 9. — Tho Times' Paris' 
correspondent telegraphs that there are 
rumors of n republican movo at Madrid, 
in consequent of recent military wants, 
which prove that tho troops aro unable 
to gain any advantages over tho Carlists. 



Cuba. 

Havana, Juno 7.— A duel took placo 
yesterday between Dr. Algormon Sydney 
Curtis, of Now York, and Salvador" Cor- 
trela, a tobacco merchant of Havana and 
N T ew York. The combatants had been 
intimate friends for many years and 
lived together in Now York. Curtis ar- 
rived here two weeks ago and was stop 
ping at Cortreala's house. He states that 
yestorday morning ho was awaked by 
Cortreala slapping his face and accusing 
him with illicit connection with his wifo. 
This Curtis denied , and hot words en- 
sued, which resulted in a challenge to 
light a duel and its acceptance. That af- 
tornoon both men proceeded in n carriage 
to Marianno, with witnesses, and on ar- 
riving dismissed tho carriage. . Five 
shots woro fired by each, beginning at a 
distance of twenty feet and tiring as they 
advanced. At tho fifth discharge Curtis 
wns seriously wounded in the hip and 
fell to tho ground fainting from pain and 
loss of blood. Upon recovering con- 
sciousness ho says ho saw Cortreala re- 
load his revolver, placo it at his temple 
and lire, killing himself. Cortreala's 
body has been bronght to this city. It 
is thought he believed Ins opponent 
dead, when he killed himself. Curtis is 
confined to hia bed aud is under police 
surveillance. 

California. 

Sacramento, Juno 7. — On Saturday a 
shocking accident occurred at Copp's 
ranch, near Antelope, Yolo county. A 
little child of a man named Howell, who 
was norking a ranch on a loaso, acciden- 
tally sot the house on lire, and crawled 
under the bed with his clothes in llames. 
Tho father ran to its roscue, but in at- 
tempting to save it was burned so severe- 
ly ha died shortlv aftor, as did also the 
child. 

Eastern States. 

New York, Juno 5. — Tho American 
ride team who aro to contend with the 
Irish team at Dolly Mount, and who 
took pa s sage by the Inman steamer City 
of Chester, leaving this port to day, em- 
barked on board the tug boat Battery 
this evening, attended by a large crowd 
and followed on board by a howitzer and 
band of music. Tho City of Chester left 
hor pier at 3 o'clock and took the ritlo- 
mea on board in tiio lower bay. The 
riflemen aro all in the best of health and 
full of confidence in their ability to 
bring back additional laurels to those 
already won in tho contest with tho Irish 
team. 

Nsw York, June 5.— W. H. Talcott, 
buyer for the silk department of H. B. 
Claflin & Co., was to-day arrested on a 
warrant issued by the United States Com- 
missioner, based on an affidavit made by 
United States District Attorney Bliss. 
Tho affidavit sets forth that Talcott did 
knowingly buy and aid in bringing and 
selling silk goods which had been smug- 
gled. Talcott was held to bail in #10,- 
000. Bliss says Talcott purchased $100,- 
000 worth of silk from ono of tho alleged 
smugglora, Lafayette GraafT. 



Strangers in the Gallery. 

Wo tako from tho London Daily News 
of tho 5th instant tho following succinct 
account of tho scone m tho llouso of 
Commons when Lord Hartington moved 
his resolution respecting the exclusion 
of strangers from tho galllory:— Al a 
quarter to ton tho Marquis of Hartington 
roso, amid cheers from the Liberal 
benches, tr. move the resolutions 
with respect to tho relations between Par- 
liament and tho press which were made 
publie soome days since. In tho course 
of an erudite speech the noble lord ob- 
served that by keeping on thoir books a 
rule which ignored tho presence of nn 
agency to which members and tho public 
were alike greatly indebted they were 
placing themselves in a falso position. 
Tho resolutions ho submitted formed 
rather a rule for the guidance of tho 
House than an alteration of the law which 
related to tho relations of Parliamentand 
Press. Mr. Mitchell Henry, who had 
on the paper an amendment de- 
precating "permanent alterations 
in tho rules relative to the r« 'is 
of tlio debates," till it had more ft,, r 
considered the present system of report- 
ing, roferrod at length to tho incidents 
which had led up to tho Marquis of Liar- 
tington's motion. Ho wub able to speak 
; n the most hopeful manner of tlio possi- 
bility of Mr. Biggar'a ultimately "con- 
forming himself to tho atmosphere of 
tho House," and hoped that the House 
would not lay too much stress upon what 
had latoly tak'Mi place, and would re- 
frain from "legislating in a panic." Tho 
honourable member, amid many evi- 
dences of impatience, skotohed a plan of 
reform in the reporting of the debates, 
the main feature of which was that there 
was to be an official reporter who, silting 
in tho House all night, wan, single- 
handed, to take a verbatim report of the 
debates, which roporfwas to be published 
in extenso at tho expense of tho nation, 
and Mr. Henry said tho newspapers 
would compile from this volumo suuh 



report as they ilesired to give. An amus- 
ing scene occurred towards tho close of 
tho lion, member's remarks. "I have 
shown clearly," he said, whereupon a 
loud shout ef "No!" burst forth. "1 havo 
shown clearly," ho repeated, aud again 
tho merry shout of "No, no," responded. 
He gallantly stuck at it for some min- 
utes; but in the end numbers prevailed, 
and before the hon. member was allowed 
to proceed ho was fain to modify his 
statement, and put it that ho had "en- 
deavored" to show clearly that Mr. New- 
degato thought Lord Hartingtou's motion 
did not go far enough, whilst ho thought 
Mr. Mitchell Henry's suggestion of tho 
appointment of a Select Committee was 
altogether unnecessary. Ho quoted large- 
ly from a leading article in tho Daily 
News ol Thursday, with a viow of show- 
ing that tho conductors of tho leading 
daily papers had, in deference to what 
they understood to bo the desire of tho 
public, introduced a system of summar- 
izing tho speeches of the more prosy nnd 
least important members, whilst they 
fully reported tho speeches of the lead- 
ing statesmen of tho House. This stato 
of affairs was one that ought to bo ac- 
knowledged, and could be met only bv 
the appointment of an official reporter. 
Mr. Disraeli said that when lio hud been 
asked by Mr. Sullivau to take up this 
matter he had declined, because ho had 
not felt qualified to deal with n subject 
which had baffled more competent per- 
sons than himself to grapple with it. 
What Mr. Mitchell Henry and Mr. New- 
degato wanted was, ho said, amid pro- 
longed laughter, "a Speech Preservation 
Act." Ho was not prepared to support 
the proposal, and as far as tho general 
question raised by the Marquis of Hart- 
ingtou's motion was concerned, ho was of 
tho opinion that after all the difficulty 
was not so real, and that when it did 
arise, the House had within its grasp a 
sufficient means for its prompt and ready 
removal. Mr. to we caustically illustrat- 
ed the benefits of the system which tho 
Premier bad lauded by citing the recent 
case of breach of privilege, in which, he 
said, the representatives of two jonrnnls 
had been dragged to the bar of the House 
by n process unknown elswhere in the 
country, whilst it was acknowledged on 
all hands that they were innocent of. 
fault. They were to be interrogated upon 
affairs relating to their own business, in 
order that some other parties might bo 
reached. Mr. Lowe, who had been loud- 
ly cheered by tho Opposition throughout 
his speech, was followed by Mr. tjath- 
orno Hardy. But before the right hon. 
gentlemen had completed his opening 
sentence Mr. Sullivan rose, and with a 
sweep of his hand towards the Press Gal- 
lery said, " Mr. Speaker, I espy 
strangers over your chair ! " Loud 
and repeated cheering from the Oppo- 
sition benches followed this movement, 
the applause being renewed again and 
again when the Speaker, observing that 
ho "had no alternative but to order tho 
strangers to order the strangers to with- 
draw," gave the necessary directions. 
This was at 20 minutes to 12, and tho 
House remained with closed doors for 
upwards of an hour. From our informa- 
tion it appears that the Marquis of Hart- 
ington justified the course Mr. Sullivan 
bad taken, and that Mr. Gat borne Hardy 
attempted to smooth over the ditliouity 
by moving the adjournment of the debate. 
\fter some discussion the debate was, on 
the motion of Mr. Disraeli, adjourned 
till the 25th of May.
